SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The feature depicts explicit sexual activity that includes: mutual masturbation; 
cunnilingus; fellatio; analingus; digital penetration of the vagina and anus; anal and 
vaginal intercourse; ejaculations onto women’s breasts, anal areas, faces and masks; 
two women urinating onto the face of a hooded male; licking of boots; a masked man 
loosely wrapped in plastic wrap and masturbating; and, a man’s genitals tied at the 
base of his penis and scrotum with a leather thong. People dress in costumes and 
some of the women carry whips. The depiction of people in stylish garb, holding S&M 
paraphernalia is presented more for effect rather than actually used in direct 
association with the sexual activity. Ejaculations over the women’s bodies present as 
sexual conduct of a demeaning nature but a lack of focus on the activity lessens the 
degree of the depiction. The women present as willing participants. Section 3(2)(d) of 
the Act deems objectionable publications which promote or support or tends to 
promote or support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The video 
recording depicts the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The depiction 
supports the activity by juxtaposing the act of urination with cunnilingus. The importer 
of this video recording has subsequently agreed to excisions removing the depictions 
of urination. In consideration of this factor and the criteria as identified, the availability 
of the video recording is considered likely to be injurious to the public good unless 
restricted to persons who have attained 18 years. 
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
